CHARGING SOVIET gue 
INTERFERENCE IN 
HUNGARY ArFAIRS 


American Protest, Drawn 
Up With Truman’s Ap- 
proval, Threatens to 


Appeal to U.N.— Not 
Dispatched Yet.

WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
With President Truman's approv- 
al, the State Department has 
drafted a hotly worded note to 


Russia, accusing the Soviets of 
illegal interference in Hungarian 
affairs. The note threatens an 
appeal to the United Nations. 

This was learned from Ameri- 
can diplomatic officials, who said: 
that the note is one thing the 
President presumably had in mind 
when he asserted yesterday that 
the United States would not stand 
idiy by in Hungary. The note 
was said to make these four prin- 
cipal points: 

1. Directly charges Soviet au- 
thorities in Hungary with par- 
ticipation in the ousting of Pre- 
mier Ferenc Nagy and other 
Cabinet officers — the move by 
which pro-Soviets began to take 
ever the Government —and as- 
serts this is a serious interfer- 
ence in the affairs of Hungary. 

2. Charges the Soviets with 
breaking the terms of the Yalta 
agreement respecting great pow- 

' er protection and development 
of political independence in ex- 
enemy smal] nations. 

3. Proposes a joint American- 
Soviet - British investigation of 
the Hungarian situation. 

4. Warns that unless satisfac- 
tion is forthcoming, beginning 
with the reply from the Soviet 
Union, the United States may 
take the case to the United Na-

The note was completed at the 
State Department and approved 
in substance by Truman yester- 
day. 

The draft has not been formally 
completed and sent to Moscow 
because it is still under study by 
various diplomatic officials. 

Informants in a position to 
know said the United States will 
continue diplomatic relations with 
the new Hungarian government 
and that minister-Designate Sel- 
den Chapin will leave for his post 
at Budapest later this month. Such 
2 policy by this country presum- 
ably would rule out any possibility 
of establishing a Hungarian gov- 
ernment in exile. 

The threat to take the case to 
the United Nations evidently re- 
flects two points which officials 
are known to have considered in 
planning American moves on 
Hungary. 

First, the exact legal grounds 
by which the case could be pre- 
sented and kept in the U.N. are 
difficult to define.

I know the Court 
should know this and everyone 
else should know it... This is not 
an equity proceeding. (Division 
No. 2 is one of the two equity 
division circuit courts.) They had 
the case sent up and now they 
come in and want to allege preju- 
dice to get a change of venue.” 

State Denies “es 
Snider assured the Court there 
had been no “finagling” and 
pointed out the circuit clerk 
assigns cases to the various divi- 
sions. 

In objecting to the request for 
a venue change, the defense ar- 
gued the State of Missouri is not 
a party of interest, having brought

NAGY’S ELDER SON 
GIVES HIS VERSION 
ON HUNGARY COUP 


Red Threat to Hold Boy, 4, 
as Hostage Forced Premier 


to Quit, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
Ferenc Nagy Jr., son of the exiled 
former Premier of Hungary, be- 
lieves his father resigned because 
he feared that otherwise his 4- 
year-old son, Lancika, would be 
held as a hostage by Budapest 
Communists, 

Ferenc Jr., 22 years old, an at- 
tache at the Hungarian embassy 
here, told a reporter last night: 
“If my father had not resigned 
they would have kept my little 
brother in Hungary. They could 


have blackmailed my father that |

| JHMe said he had a telephone con- 
versation with his father in 
Geneva Sunday. Young Nagy told 
this story of his father’s resigna- 
tion—some of. it as he heard it 
from his father, the rest as he 
said he believes it happened: 
Premier Nagy, visiting in Switz- 
erland, was phoned by Communist 
officials in Budapest on May 29 
and told that he had been named 
as a conspirator against the oc- 
cupying Soviet Army. He was 
given a choice between immediate 
resignation and returning to Bu- 
dapest to stand trial for his life. 
When he refused to do either, 
he was reminded that his little 
son still was in Budapest. Nagy 
then offered to resign, on condi- 
tion that the Communists deliver 
the boy at the Swiss border. That 
was done, and Nagy signed a 
promise never to return to Hun- 
gary. 


WHOLESALE PRICES 


INCREASE; ADVANCE yQuTH CONFESSES 


IS LED BY FOOD 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
Wholesale prices increased 0.3 per 
cent in the week ended May 31 to 
the highest level since mid-April 
and 30.8 per cent above the level 


of a year ago, the Bureau of Labor. 


Statistics reported last night. 

The rise to 147.4 per cent of 
the 1926 average was led by in- 
creases for farm products and 
foods, 

The index was 1.3 per cent lower 
than the wholesale price peak at 
the end of March. 

Market prices of farm products 
increased 0.7 per cent in the week 
ended May 31. 

Cotton prices declined, reflect- 
ing reduced mill consumption and 
sales of surplus cotton by some 
mills. 

As a group, farm products were 
2.2 per cent higher than a month 
ago and 28.5 per cent above: the 
corresponding ‘week of a year ago. 
Food prices increased 0.8 per cent 
in the week, led by higher prices 
for fruits and vegetables and cereal 
products. 

Announcement of the Govern- 
ment’s buying program for ship- 
ment of lard to Germany brought 
a substantial rise. As a group, 
prices of foods were 0.7 per cent 
lower than the first week of May

WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)—

At that time the FBI con- 
ducted only a preliminary in- 
vestigation, and the case was 
not presented to a federal 
grand jury because of what 
Clark felt was “insufficient 
evidence.” Since the theft of 
evidence at Kansas City, May 
27, the FBI has, finally, begun 
a complete inquiry into the 
primary election frauds. 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, de- 
clared today President Truman 
had “created all the basic condi- 
tions which compel high prices.” 


This was Taft’s reply to Tru- 
man’s assertion yesterday that the 
Republican Senate policy chief 
was following a “boom and bust” 
economic theory. 

In a statement, Taft listed a 
five-point program whith he said 
illustrated “the President's incon- 
sistent talk about lowering prices, 
when every policy of his admin- 
istration has increased prices and 
is still doing so.” 

Truman told a press conference 
yesterday that Taft has expressed 
“fallacious and dangerous” eco- 
nomic views. He referred to an 
interview earlier this week in 
which Taft said that apparently 
the President had ‘abandoned a 
campaign to keep prices down in 
favor of “heavy spending abroad 
that “keep them up.” 

Points in Taft’s Reply. 

The President contended also 
that Taft holds to the belief that 
the “only way to bring prices 
down is to reduce the demand 
for goods,” Taft denied this and 
named these five points in his 
reply: 

1. Truman vetoed the first 
OPA bill and “then abandoned 
OPA control. after Congress 
gave him full power to regulate 
most prices, including the price 
of all manufactured goods.” 

2. “The President encouraged 
a pattern of general wage in- 
creases all over the United 
States on the theory that they 
could be granted in all fields 
without price increases, a the- 
ory which even his . strongest 
supporters immediately found 
to be unsound,” 

3. “The President has fought

(AP)—President Truman and Gen. 
Dwight D, Eisenhower, Army chief 
of staff, arrrved today to attend 
the reunion of the Thirty-fifth Di- 
vision of which the President was 
a member in World War I. Tru- 
man’s plane, the Sacred Cow, 


landed at Fairfax airport in Kan- 
sas City, Kan., shortly before noon 
after a flight from Washington 
that took about four hours. 

As the President stepped off the 
plane he commented that the trip 
had been a little rough. 

At the airport to greet the party 
were about twenty-five World War 
I veterans of the Thirty-fifth, in- 
cluding some members of Battery 
D, 129th field artillery, the unit 
Truman commanded as a captain. 
They were headed by Maj. Gen. 
Ralph Truman, the _ President’s 
cousin, who re-activated the divi- 
sion prior to World War II.

FIRING SHOT THAT 
KILLED TRAINMAN 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., June 6 (AP) 
—The fatal shooting in a locomo- 
tive of Lawrence N, Gregory, rail- 
road brakeman, has been solved 
by the admission of an 18-year- 
old youth, Dr. B. W. Tadlock, 
county coroner, said today. 

Dr. Tadlock said the youth ad- 
mitted he fired two shots in the 
direction of a Rock Island freight 
train locomotive in which Gregory 
was riding. Trainmen in the cab 
with the 42-year-old Trenton 
(Mo.) brakeman, said they heard 
a shot, then ,Gregory slumped 
over with a bullet in his head. 

The coroner added that the boy 
and a 15-year-old companion had 
been released from custody pend- 
ing an inquest set for next Thurs- 
day. 

Deputy Sheriff William Bub 
said the boys told him they had 
been hunting east of St. Joseph 
and had been shooting at tin cans 
and other targets. When the train 
passed, the older boy fired in the 
direction of the diesel locomotive. 

The boys said they did not know 
that anyone had been killed by 
the bullet until they were told by 
the authorities,

DEATH PERCENTAGE 
ON AIRLINES ABOVE. 
RAILS LAST 4 YEARS 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (UP)— 
Government statistics showed to- 
day that in the last four years, 
accidents on domestic United 
States scheduled air lines killed 
nearly seven times more pass- 
engers in 100,000,000 passenger- 


miles than did railroad accidents. 

The statistics were for the years 
1943 through 1946. Those for rail- 
roads were supplied by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. The 
Civil Aeronautics Administration 
furnished those for air travel. 

Rail accidents killed 839 pass- 
engers in the four years, 618 
more than the 221 who died in 
air crashes. However, on a basis 
of fatalities in 100,000,000 passen- 
ger-miles, the number of air 
deaths was 69 greater than the 
number of rail fatalities. A pass- 
enger-mile means the travel of 
one passenger one mile. 

On this basis air fatalities were 
approximately six times more nnu- 
merous than rail deaths in 1946, 
12 times in 1945, seven in 1944, 
and four in 1943. 

The four-year average for the 
railroads was 0.2437 fatalities for 
100,000,000 passenger-miles, for the 
air lines 1.697, 

The figures are for passengers 
only. They do not include air- 
craft or train crews or persons 
hit by trains or planes, The air 
figures do not include accidents

President Truman’s statement 
that the coup was an outrage was 
not published in any Hungarian 
newspaper.

Army forces may remain under a 
military agreement between Hun- 
gary and Russia which he said 
ig reported in preparation. 

He made public copies of a note 
he submitted June 2 to the State 
Department charging that Russia 
by the Communist overturn seeks 
the “economic enslavement,” as 
well as political domination, of 
his homeland, 

Szegedy-Maszak said he con- 
sidered himself no longer Hun- 
gary’s envoy, but doubted the 
United States would give him and 
his staff any sort of recognition. 
He already has surrendered the 
legatidn to Paul Marik, counselor, 
one of the three members of the 
legation staff of 15 who decided 
not to defy the new Budapest 
government. 

The staff of 12 who walked out 
last evening included all eight 
clerks, stenographers, and switch- 
board operators. 

Meanwhile, Representative 
Eaton (Rep.), New Jersey, chair- 
man of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee, urged the Government 
today to do more than shout in 
dealing with the Soviet “rape” of 
Hungary. He recommended spe- 
cifically that the United States 
make sure to leave Hungary out 
of its plans for distributing post- 
UNRRA supplies under the re- 
cently approved $350,000,000 for- 
eign relief program. 

In Paris, Paul Auer, Hungarian 
Minister to France, today joined 
the swelling sanks of Hungarian 
diplomats abroad who refuse to 
return to Hungary. He followed 
the lead of the ministers to 
Switzerland, Turkey and Wash- 
ington in refusing to recognize the 
new governmen., 

In addition, Istvan Kertesz, Hun- 
garian diplomatic representative 
in Rome, was reported to have 
refused appointment as Hungary's 
Foreign Minister, an appointment 
which would have obliged him to 
go back to Budapest.

MESSERSMITH OUT 
AS AMBASSADOR

Resignation Announced 
Day After Braden’s— 
Both Departures Ap- 
parently Rushed. 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
The ‘f£tate Department § today 
closed the books on its long- 
standing inner circle feud over 
policy toward Argentina with the 
resignation of Ambassador George 
S. Messersmith. 

Announcement that Messersmith 
is leaving Buenos Aires followed 
by a day the White House dis- 
closure that Spruille Braden, out- 
spoken critic of the Peron admin- 


istration, would step out of his 
post as Under Secretary of State. 
There were signs that both de- 
partures were rushed through by 
President Truman in line with 
his decision to restore friendly re- 
lations between the two govern- 
ments without delay. 

He had announced Tuesday that 
the United States would go ahead 
with plans to hold the long-delayed 
inter-American defense conference, 
with Argentina invited. This 
country had been objecting to Ar- 
gentina’s presence at such a meet- 
ing because, as Braden argued, 
President. Juan Peron had been 
less than enthusiastic in ridding 
his country of Nazi influences. 


Messersmith’s Attitude. 


Messersmith had been a de- 
termined advocate of “getting 
along” with Argentina. He flew 
back to Washington in December 
for a showdown on whether his 
views or Braden’s were to prevail, 
but was persuaded to return to 
Buenos Aires Feb. 1. 

Braden’s resignation is effective 
June 30. It was learned last night 
the announcement had been 
planned for about the middle of 


White House prematurely in 
sponse to inquiries. 
Messersmith had indicated he 
was willing to remain at his post 
for a while, Some presidential ad- 
visers were reported to have urged 
that Messersmith should go imme- 
diately out of fairness to Braden. 

Announcement of Resignation. 

The State Department announce- 
ment last night said: 

“It is now possible to announce 
that Ambassador Messersmith’s 
mission having been completed, his 
resignation has been accepted and 
he will return to the United 
States.” 

Messersmith has been in the 
diplomatic service since 1914. It 
is expected he will retire from the 
department. 

Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall was reported authorita- 
tively to have chosen Norman Ar- 
mour, former Ambassador to Spain 
and Argentina. to succeed Braden. 
James Bruce, a New York busi- 
ness man, was said to be in line 
for Messersmith’s job.

Gromyko told the Big Five, sit- 
ting as a working committee on 
the United Nations Commission on 
Conventional Armaments, that 
there was no reason why the 
bases should be maintained now. 

He was challenged immediately 
by Ralph Bard, United States 
member, and Sir Alexander Ca- 
dogan of the United Kingdom, 
who said that problem was out of 
the committee's jurisdiction. 


Groniyko was explaining a draft 
plan he submitted to the commit- 
tee today when he was asked for 
clarification of his listing of “the 
problem of the distribution of 
armed forces” throughout the 
world. 

Cadogan asked Gromyko what 
troops he meant. 

Gromyko said he meant all air, 
naval and military establishments 
set up outside the borders of any 
country, but that he did not mean 
those troops within a nation’s 
“rontiers, 

Bard said the U.N, General As- 
sembly had passed a _ resolution 
which spoke of the “progressive 
and balanced reduction” of the 
bases but that the resolution was 
only a suggestion for the Security 
Council to act on. 

Bard said the Soviet plan wds 
an attempt to “pre-determine” 
possible action by the Security 
Council. 

Both the United States and Rus- 
sia submitted plans for the dis-

CUT DRIVE 


IS FAILURE, DEMOCRATS SAY 


Reductions to Date Called Too Low to Permit 


Over-All Slash of Six Billion 


Dollars. 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
House Democrats asserted today 
that the Republicans were en- 
countering failures in their efforts 
to cut six billion dollars from 
President Truman’s $37,500,000,000 
budget estimate for 1948. The re- 
duction to date totals slightly 
more than three billion dollars, 
with about two thirds of the 
budget disposed of, 

The Democrats based their as- 
sertions on a c't of less than 8 
per cent in the War Department 
military budget which the House 
passed yesterday after adding 
$40,000,000 for new airplane pur- 
chases. 

The $5,280,982,423 bill went to 
the Senate $435,809,077 below 
budget estimates, but with the 
plane fund added to the amount 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee had recommended. 

After the House acted, Chair- 
man Gurney (Rep.), South Dako- 
ta, of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, said he has asked the 
War Department for a report on 
the effect of the House cuts. Gur- 
ney is chairman also of the Sen- 
ate Appropriations subcommittee 
in «charge of Army and Navy 
funds, 


Gurney said his group would 
not take up the Army bill, how- 
ever, until it disposes of the 
House-passed $3,469,761,000 Navy 
appropriation measure. 

In the House, Representative 
‘Cannon of Missouri, ranking 
Democrat on the Appropriations 
Committee, told reporters: 


“The Republicans will never 


reach their six-billion-dollar cut- 
ting goal.” 

By their own figures, he said, 
the Republicans have cut about 
$3,250,000,000 so far, “with practi- 
cally all of the big money bills 
passed by the House.” 

“Of that total,” he added, “more 
than one and a half billion dollars 
is strictly phony, since it repre- 
sents an $800,000,000 cut in | tax 
refunds, which will have to be 
appropriated for later, and an- 
other ,$830,000,009 in a bookkeep- 
ing transaction through note can- 
cellations of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation.” 

Remaining appropriation bills in 
the House include those for the 
Veterans Administration, Con- 
gress itself, the District of Colum- 
bia, assorted Government corpora- 
tions such as the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, and _ inde- 
pendent offices like the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Together 
they make up only about a third 
of the total 1948 budget. 

Already passed by the House 
are these bills:

TOJO TRIAL GOES 
INTO SECOND YEAR, 
END NOT IN SIGHT. 


6,000,000 Words Put Into 
Record Since War Crimes 
Hearing Began. 


TOKYO, June 6 (UP)—The trial 
of former Japanese Premier 
Hideko Tojo and 24 co-defendants 
went into its second year yester- 
day. Court officials conceded it 
well might continue until the sum- 
mer of 1948. 

On June 4, 1946, Chief Prose- 
cutor Joseph Keenan began read- 
ing the opening statement, charg- 
ing Tojo and his henchmen with 
crimes against humanity and 
throwing the world into war. 
Since then, 6,000,000 words have 
gone into the official court record 
in 231 courtroom days. The latest 
page of the record was numbered 
23,436. . 

The Nuernberg trial of 11 Nazi 
leaders ended Oct. 1, 1946, after 
10 months and 10 days.

SUGAR RATION ‘BANKING’ PLAN 
ENDED TO. AVERT ‘OVERDRAFTS’ 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP) — 
The Agriculture Department an- 
nounced yesterday discontinuance 
of the “banking” system for ra- 
tioning sugar to public eating 
places, stores, industrial users, in- 
stitutions, wholesalers and other 
distributors. These sugar users 
and handlers have been permitted 
to deposit their ration evidence in 
banks and then draw checks on 
these sugar stamp or ration ac- 
counts, 

The department said the system 
is being discontinued for two rea- 
sons: (1) To reduce experiditures, 
and (2) to prevent users, antici- 
pating end of rationing, from over- 
drawing on their banks with the 
expectation that they would not 
need to make up the overdraft la- 
ter, Rationing is now scheduled 
to expire not later than Oct. 31, 

The ration accounts have been 
handied by commercial banks, 
which have been paid for this serv- 
ice. The saving is through elimi- 
nation of these payments.

Number of Conferences. 

He said that Wear conferred 
with him. several times on the 
subject, starting ~ sometime last 
October and continuing up 
through January.

Wear, who took a seat next to 
the members of the subcommit- 
tee, tried repeatedly to interrupt 
Reeves’s testimony in combative 
fashion, and Ferguson finally 
had to order the nervous Dis- 
trict Attorney to “shut up”—in 
just those words. 

When Federal Judge Ridge 
testified, after Judge Reeves had 
left the witness chair, he made it 
clear that it was not within the 
province of any of the three West- 
ern Missouri federal judges to 
order continuance of the federal 
investigation into the vote frauds. 
Issuance of such an order, he 
said, was up to the United States 
Attorney General's office and Dis- 
trict Attorney Wear. . 

He readily conceded that Wear 
could have presented the election 
cases to a federal grand jury 
without prior consultation’ with 
the court, had Wear desired. Al- 
though the witness expressed his 
opinion that it was not unusual 
for Wear to have consulted on the 
matter with the three judges, he 
was able, on Ferguson’s query, to 
recall offhand any sirhilar consul- 
tation on the part of the District 


Attorney in a question of present- 
ing a case to the grand jury. 

Ferguson pointed out that the 
inclination of the three judges 
last fall against a federal grand 
jury presentation had been cited 
by Attorney General Clark in a 
letter to Senator Kem Jan. 10 as 
one reason for dropping the pre- 
liminary FBI investigation.

Deemed Synopsis Sufficient.

Attorney General Clark and Kem 
in Clash. 


The afternoon session yesterday 
was highlighted by a brief but 
bitter flare-up between Clark and 
Senator Kem. The encounter de- 
veloped while Stockard was read- 
ing some of the Kansas City Star 
affidavits. 

Among the many affidavits pre- 
sented by Stockard were those of 
several women voters. 

Ida Shoats said she had served as 
a Democratic election judge in the 
Nineteenth precinct of the Second 
ward. She said other Democratic 
judges in that precinct marked 
ballots for machine-backed candi- 
dates when voters indicated they 
wanted to vote a “straight” Dem- 
ocratic ticket. 

One woman election judge said 
that of 250 votes cast in her pre- 
cinct, only about 80 or 90 voted 
for themselves; the rest of the bal- 
lots were cast for the voters by 
election officials. She said she 
saw “quite a few people paid” and 
that she was given money “to keep 
me quiet.” 

Martha Aldrich, a Republican 
precinct judge, told of judges 
marking ballots, of a Democratic 
precinct captain named “Jack,” 
paying voters. One woman voter, 
she said, couldn’t remember her 
own name, at first, but later re- 
turned and was able to give it. 

“These things happened hun- 
dreds of times,” commented Stock- 
ard. “The polling place officials 
heard the protests of such voters 
deprived of their ballots, and did 
nothing about it. I say that this 
constitutes evidence of a conspir- 
acy on the part of such officials.” 

Questioned About Number. 
“There may not have been any 
intent at conspiracy,” said Clark. 
“How many of such Instances did 
you find?” 

“If we had found only one, I 
would not dispute your assertion 
that there were no grounds 
for federal prosecution,” retorted 
Stockard. “But there were hun- 
dreds, and I obtained this list from 
own department files, as 
turned over to you by the Star.”

| TANK WAGON PRICES TO RISE 


ON SOME FURNACE FUELS 


Tankwagon prices of all distil- 
late and heavy residual fuels, in- 
cluding kerosene, some furnace 
and diesel oils, will be increased 
from three-tenths to one half a 
cent, effective Monday, the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of Indiana announced 


today. 

The cost of kerosene, which is 
now 12.5 cents a gallon, will be 
increased to 13 cents a gallon on 
Monday, the announcement said. 
Other increases are: standard 
heater oil, which now costs 11 
cents a gallon for quantities less 
than 25 gallons and 10 cents for 
larger amounts, will increase a 
half a cent; Stanolex furnace oil, 
now 9.5 cents for quantities over 
100 gallons and 10.5 for lesser 
amounts, will go up a half cent 
in price; Stanolex Diesel fuels, 
which now cost 7.65 cents a gallon 
for quantities less than 700 gal- 
lons and 7.15 cents for greater 
amounts, will increase’ three- 
tenths of a cent a gallon in both 
categories; half cent increases 
also will be effective on light 
diesel] fuels, high-speed diesel 
fuels and Standard power fuels. 


| Text of Senator Taft’s Reply 
To President Truman on Prices 


Following is the tert of a 

statement by Senator Taft, re- 

plying to President Trumans 

charges that Taft holds “falla 

cious and dangerous” cco 
nomic views. 


President Truman issued a 
statement yesterday attributing to 
me a lot of economic views on 
wages and prices which'I have 
never expressed, A full statement 
expressing my views, given out 
by me on April 28, was available 
to him and is set out below. 

What I object to is the Presi- 
dent’s incongistent talk about low- 
ering prices, when every policy of 
his administration has increased 
prices, and is still doing so. 

1. The President was the one 

who vetoed the first OPA bill and 
then abandoned OPA control after 
Congress gave him full power to 
regulate most prices, including the 
price of all manufactured goods. 
Because we prohibited OPA prices 
below cost, he decided to take off 
every control. Apparently, if he 
was not allowed to bust, he pro- 
posed to boom, 
2. The President encouraged a 
pattern of general wage increases 
all over the United States on the 
theory that they could be granted 
in all fields without price in- 
creases, a theory which even his 
strongest supporters immediately 
found to be unsound. 

President and Economy. 

38. The President has fought 
every effort of the Congress to re- 
duce government expenses and 
taxes.

The President of the United

Of course, I never made any 
such statement. Mr. ~° President, 
when and where did I make that 
statement? Obviously, the sound- 
est way to bring prices down is 
td increase productivity and other- 
Wise decrease costs. Obviously 
also, prices will come down it the 
supply is increased. Obviously 
also, increased demand will raise 
prices, and nothing the President 
says is going to change the law 
of supply and demand. The best 
governmental policy to reduce 
prices is to cut Government ex- 
penses and cut taxes.: The cutting 
of taxes increases the purchasing 
power of many millions more than 
Wage increases, and it does not 
increase costs; nor does it in- 
crease demand because it simply 
shifts purchasing power from Gov- 
ernment spending to private 
spending. So let the President 
Sign the tax Dill. 


Like the President, I would like 
to see a reduction in prices, but 
let us remember that the cost of 
living has only increased 58.5 per 
cent over prewar, whereas hourly 
wage earnings in manufacturing 
have increased 90 per cent, and 
weekly earnings have increased 
100 per cent. While many prices 
should and probably will fall dur- 
ing the next six months, they do 
not present a major threat to 
prosperity if wages have in- 
creased even more than prices. 
The important thing is to have 
the right relationship. 


The wholesale price index is 
now slightly below the index of 
three months ago. Prices some- 
what higher than normal tend to 
increase production. We certainly 
should not force such a reduction 
of prices as to interfere with more 
production, which is the ultimate 
solution. Mr. Truman recognizes 
this as to farm commodities when 
he argued for the farm support 
program on food, but he can see 
only evil in existing prices for 
manufactured goods. The Presi- 
dent now admits that raw ma- 
terial prices are determined by 
the law if supply and demand but 
these are the prices which brought 
about the general increase. Since 
1939, all commodities have gone up 
97 per cent, food commodities 
alone about 190 per cent, whereas 
manufactured goods have only 
gone up 80 per cent in spite of 
the increase in the price of raw 
materials and wages. The general 
high level of prices is due sub- 


stantially to the President’s own 
policies.

respect that the charges of So- 
viet involvement in the ousting 
of Nagy become of great im- 
portance since these might be 
made the basis for a broader 
charge of Russian political ag- 
gression against Hungary. 

The second point is the belief 
held by some authorities that the 
Soviets would prefer not to have 
the case aired in the United Na- 
tions with a consequent loss in 
prestige and to their moral po- 
sition in Europe especially. Their 
reluctance here might be a farce 
—these authorities believe—to per- 
suade the Soviets to take a reason- 
ably friendly attitude in discus- 
sing the new situation in Hun- 
gary with the United States and 


ritain. 

All three powers are parties to 
the Hungarian armistice terms 
and therefore jointly responsible 
for conditions in the country. In 
practice it is said at the State 
Department that American and 
Briti¢h authorities on the Allied 
Control Commission have been 
little more than mouthpieces of 
protest and observers of condi- 
tions in Hungary and for that 
matter, Bulgaria and Romania 
also. 

Little Hope of Success. 

Actually there is virtually no 
hope among informed officials 
that 74 protest or appeal, even to 
the U.N., will Dring any basic 
change in the situation by which 
the Soviets now dominate the 
Budapest government. 


The Soviets are regarded as 
playing for high stakes—the con- 
trol of the Balkans and perhaps 
all eastern Europe. ungary and 
Czechoslovakia have been the two 
nations they did not have under 
their thumb with reasonable as- 
surance of long-term control. 

The Communists secured a ma- 
jority in the Czechoslovak Govern- 
ment after the last election. Most 
American diplomatic officials do 
not believe they could get it again 
if an election was held today. 
Therefore, there is some appre- 
hension that Czechoslovakia may 
be next on the list with the Soviets 
demanding and getting a series of 
election Iaw and related changes 
to secure Communist or other 
definitely pro-Soviet leaders in 
power there.

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CALL 10 EUROPE’ 
WORKERS 10 UNITE 
ISSUED BY PRAVDA 


‘Only the Soviet Union 
Freed Western Europe,’ 
It Says in Plea to Fight 
Rightists. 


MOSCOW, June 6 (AP)—Prav- 
da, Communist party newspaper, 
called on the working classes of 
Europe today to band together 
to defeat rightists and “bourgeois” 
political parties. 

Ina lengthy article by Boris 
Ponomaryev, Pravda said: 

“As a result of advances in the 
masses, the Communists and So- 
cial Democratic parties have re- 
ceived enormous prestige in the 
overwhelming majority of Euro- 
pean countries. 

“Communists, faithful followers 
of unity of the workers’ movement 
and democratic forces, have pro- 
posed as a necessary condition in 
the struggle with reaction the cre- 
ation of a bloc of anti-Fascist 
parties to achieve victory at elec- 
tions and form coalition govern- 
ments. 


Poland, Czechoslovakia, Romania, 
Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Hun- 
gary, Social Democrats and 
Peasant parties have followed this 
path and are actively co-operating 
with Communists and large-scale 
democratic organizations are be- 
ing successfully realized: 


“In Britain and Norway Labor 
governments are in power; in 
Sweden Social Democrats have ex- 
isted for over 10 years. 

“In France, Belgium, Austria 
and a number of others, Social 
Democrats occupy important posts 
in the government. 

Cites “Responsibilities.” 

“Hence there are exceptional 
possibilities for the defense of 
interests of the working classes 
and the masses of people~in the 
hands of the Social Democrats, 
but this puts on them enormous 
responsibilities. Life pyts before 
them the question which party 
they will follow... 

“Only the Soviet Union freed 
the peoples of western Europe 
and returned to them their 
democratic freedoms.

WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)—}; 
The United States, in supplying | 7% 


hungry areas abroad, has virtu- 
ally emptied its wheat bins. 


This situation was shown by a : 


Department of Agriculture report 
last night. It stated that reserves 
from last year’s crop would be 
only 75,000,000 bushels on July 1, 
the beginning of the marketing 
year for the new crop. This is 
the lowest year-end supply in more 
than 30 years. 

It is even smaller than, the year- 
end supply that followed the 
meager, drouth-plagued crop of 
1936. It also is about 25,000,000 
bushels smaller than a year ago 
when the Government went to 
great efforts to obtain grain for 
overseas areas threatened with 
mass starvation. : 

However, bins soon will begin 
to refill. Harvest already has 
started on this year’s wheat crop 
which is officially forecast to be 
the largest of record — about 
1,275,000,000 bushels. Foreign de- 
mands may largely use up this 
new supply in the months ahead 
to pull next year’s stocks to a low 
level again. 

The extent of foreign and do- 
mestic demand in the last 12 
months can be measured by the 
fact that at the start of this 
period supplies totaled about 
1,250,000,000 bushels, as against the 
75,000,000 expected to be on hand 
July 1, 

The Government doubtless 
would not have allowed reserves 
to drop to this level except for 
two facts: 

1. Prospects for another very 
large crop this year. 

2. Urgent needs of overseas 
shortage areas. 

Government economists agree 
that as a general rule it is risky 
to permit domestic reserves to 
drop below about 200,000,000 
bushels. This rule is based on the 
fact that the bulk of the wheat 
is grown in the great plains, a 
region ever threatened by drouths. 

The department said that while 


the carry-over of old wheat would); 


be smaller than a year ago, a 
larger proportion has left farms 


than last year. 

As a consequence, flour and 
wheat in domestic distribution 
channels is more evenly dis- 
tributed in relation to needs. A 
year ago many mills were caused 
to close temporarily because of a 


grain shortage.

WASHINGTON. 


N the morass of current trivialities, great issues and great prob- 
lems have a tendency to get lost. One such is the unification of 
After months of hearings, chiefly remarkable 


for the pettifogging tactics of such opponents of unification as 


Senator E. V. Robertson of Wyoming, a bill 


to the Senate. 


Senate approval seems to be 
pretty well assured. If all goes 
well, the unification bill will then 
be jammed through the House, 
after curtailed hearings, at the 
close of the session. Secretary of 
the Navy James V. Forrestal prob- 
ably will be named to head the 
new combined defense establish- 
ment. 

All this will te very fine—if it 
occurs. Despite obvious defects, 
the Senate bill is a triumph for 
Mai. Gen. Lauris Norsgtad and 
Adm. Forrest Sherman, who are 
its real authors. 

As for the prospect of For- 
restal's promotion, the President 
could find no better man for the 
immense task of inaugurating the 
new defense system. 

But, since the bill has an excel- 
lent chance of getting lost in the 
general political shuftie, it is still 
highly relevant to point out some 
of the reasons why service unifi- 
cation remains one o7 the funda- 
mental national problems. 


U.S. Has No Strategy. 


The present disunity of the serv- 
ices is responsible, for example, 
for the startling but undeniable 
fact that the United States is the 
only major power in the world 
without an agreed national strat- 
ery. 

In August, 1945, President Tru- 
man requested the august Joint 
Chiefs of Staff to re-assess the 
strategic situation of this country 
and to present recommendations 
for action, based upon this re- 
assessment. The corporate inter- 
ests of the’ services would have 
been deeply affected by these 
recommendations, which would 
perforce have involved the roles 
and missions of the Army, Navy 
and Air Forces. So the Joint 
Chiefs have never, to this day, 
succeeded in answering President 
Truman's letter, despite at least 


one stern reminder from the 
White House. 
This basic division is in turn 


responsible, directly or indirectly, 
for all kinds’ of other omissions 
which would seem perfectly in- 
credible if they were not accepted 
as quite a matter of course. 

One such is the failure to do 
anything truly decisive about the 
so-called Arctic frontier. The con- 
cept of the air staff, generally 
approved by the War Department 
Genera! Staff, is that the main de- 
fense line of the United States has 
now become a great are across 
the northern periphery of this 
hemisphere. Putting this concept 
inte practice will demand the con- 
struction of costly bases, warning 
systems, and other installations. 

A sort of lip-service is being 
paid to the concept, in the form 
of a half-hearted program for test- 
ing the existing, and generally 
obsolescent military equipment in 
Alaska and at the Canadian- 
American base at Churchill on 
Hudson Bay, but the decision, 
whether or not to make the essen- 
tial investment for true defense 


is at last being reported

Asiatic Strategy. 

A slightly different omission, on 
an even larger scale, is the failure 
to adopt an Asiatic strategy. 
There are two alternatives. We 
can content ourselves with the 
simple defense of the Pacific, 
holding such island outposts as 
Okinawa, and allowing the whole 
continent of Asia ultimately to 
come under Soviet domination, or 
we can make the necessary in- 
vestment to halt the Russian in- 
filtration of Asia (already well- 
advanced in Burma, Indochina 
and Indonesia, as well as in China 
proper) by restoring stability to 
China, 7 ° 

The investment demanded by 
the second alternative will be very 
great, indeed, since the situation 
in China has been permitted to 
deteriorate in an appalling man- 
ner, but the price of the first 
alternative will be acceptance of 
the inclusion in the Soviet sphere 
of a billion and a half additional 
human beings, more or less, plus 
all of Asia's incalculable resources. 

Until the present, no Clear 
choice has been made, either by 
the joint chiefs of staff or on a 
higher level, between these two 
alternatives. Now, when the situ- 
ation in China is already desper- 
ate, it-seems likely that the de- 
cision will be made to restore sta- 
bility to China at all costs. Under 
the circumstances, .it might have 
been better to face the facts of 
the national interest in Asia a 
year or two earlier. 

Furthermore, it is not only on 
the rarefied level of high strategy 
that the effects of the division of 
the services have been felt since 
the war. 

Field of Research. 

In the field of research, trouble 
has been averted by working local 
unification in the form of the 
Joint Research and Development 
Board, toughly and wisely led by 
Dr. Vannevar Bush, but this ex- 
pedient is temporary, and cannot 
long survive a failure to pass the 
unification bill. 

As for the equally crucial field 
of intelligence, little or no prog- 
ress toward development of a tru- 
ly efficient American intelligence 
net can be hoped for until the 
unification bill is on the statute 
books. The Central Intelligence 
Group is supposed to do the job, 
and considering that it has experi- 
enced three changes of director in 
the past year, the C.1.G. has man- 
aged surprisingly well, but there 
will be no American intelligence 
worthy of the name until this 
orphaned agency acquires some 
sort of permanent, logical status. 

The consequences of disunity 
are not ee apparent; the 
effects are not felt at once, but 
the effects are nevertheless entire- 
ly foreseeable. Study of them 
leads to the conclusion that 
prompt passage of the unification 
bill will be one of the cheapest 
forms of national insurance which 
the United States can take out. 


DRUG FROM CLOVER 
USED TO CUT HEART 
DISEASE DEATHS 


Dr. O. P. J. Falk, St. Louis 
U., One of Pioneers in 
Treatment. 


A drug which has been used ex- 
perimentally in St. Louis and other 
cities may prove to be the means 
of reducing deaths from the form 
of heart disease known as coro- 
nary thrombosis, Dr. O. P. J. Falk 
reports in the current issue of the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 

The drug, originally processed 
from spoiled sweet clover and now 
produced synthetically, is called 
dicumarol, It combats the tendency 
of clots to become detached from 
the walls of diseased arteries and 
progress to the heart. 

The anti-clotting quality was 
first observed, in animal husban- 
dry. An investigation in the Wis- 
consin dairy industry disclosed 
that cows that had eaten spoiled 
sweet clover were hemorrhaging 
after calving because their blood 
was not clotting. 

Dr. Falk, a member of the fac- 
ulty of the St. Louis University 
School of Medicine, was one of 
the first to use dicumarol for 
treatment of coronary thrombosis. 
A program of treatment developed 
in the last 15 months at City and 
St. John’s Hospitals has produced 
encouraging results and merits 
further study, he stated, at the 
same time emphasizing that use 
of the drug is still in the experi- 
mental stage.

EX-6.1, EDUCATION MAY COST 
12 BILLIONS, BRADLEY SAYS

Factor in Marshall]:

WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP) 


HE rising resentment of Eu- 
T ropeans against any evidence 
of American dictation in their 
affairs has put the United States 
in a tough spot in trying to pro- 


mote a new economic recovery 
program for Europe. 
Top American officials, evi- 


dently including Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall, are said 
to be convinced that before the 
United States can pour any more 
billions of dollars into the econom- 
ically sick continent such a pro- 
gram must be created. ' 


This was said authoritatively to- 
day to be the reasoning behind 
Marshall's insistence in a speech 
at Harvard University yesterday 
that the Europeans themselves 
must “draw up a program de- 
signed to place Europe on its feet 
economically.” 


He promised American  4As- 
sistance to the fullest extent pos- 
sible in carrying out whatever 
plan may be devised. This means, 
officials here said, that what the 
Europeans get out of the United 
States when present funds and 
commitments are exhausted will 
depend largely on what they un- 
dertake to do for themselves. 


Serious Situation in Europe. 


At the State Department, where 
a vast survey of future loan and 
relief needs is under way, it was 
said that one of the main factors 
being kept in mind is the resent- 
ment which develops in European 
countries whenever it appears that 
the United States is trying to tell 
them what to do. Thus authori- 
ties say that while the United 
States otherwise would be willing 
to furnish the leadership in help- 
ing to work out a recovery pro- 
gram, they fear it would be sub- 
ject to bitter attack. 

On the other hand, there is no 
indication here as to where the 
leadership in Europe may come 
from. 

Basically the situation abroad is 
said to be little short of disas- 
trous, 

Despite billions of dollars in 
American loans and relief grants, 
Europe is said here to be worse 
off economically today—more than 
two years after V-E day—than it 
was some months ago. And offi- 
cials privately expressed despair 
of doing much constructively un- 
less the Europeans themselves 
show a greatly increased initiative 
in tackling their own problems. 
Among these are current trade 
and other economic barriers be- 
tween nations. 

East May Block Program. 


The greatest difficulty is ex- 
pected from the Soviet-dominated 
governments of eastern Europe. 
Hence it is considered entirely 
possible that the expected efforts 
of the Europeans to arrange a 
program of their own may have 
the effect of further widening the 


Europe. 

Marshall made it clear in his 
speech that the United States will 
not hesitate to distinguish be- 
tween governments which active- 
ly seek to make such a program 
work and those which block ‘it. 
“Any government which maneu- 
vers to block the recovery of other 
countries can not expect help 
from us,” he said. 

Resentment against United 
States help in Europe—when it is 
accompanied by conditions that 
are considered there as a kind of 
“interference” in domestic affairs 
—is backed mainly by two ex- 
treme political groups. It is a 
ripe propaganda subject of the 
Communists and it is also played 
on by right-wing nationalist 
groups seeking to stir up their 
own people for local political ad- 
vantage. : :

Responded to Freedom.

The 
United States, the world’s most powerful 
nation, is the only nation (so far as we 
know) stock-piling the atomic bomb, and 
also would be making military resources 
out of its entire manpower. Does such 
a picture encourage trust, or cause other 
nations to believe the United States is 
sincere in wanting the United Nations 
to work? 

Is it not possible te do something more 
eonstructive with the billion and three- 
fourths a year the program is estimated. 
to cost? In an accompanying editorial 

u ask that more foreign students be 

t to this country. “Highteen 
thousand is not enough.” I agree. Let's 
have more, and why not send our stu- 
dents and professors and others to other 
nations? Let there be a flood of good- 
will emissaries to every nation of the 
world. A billion and three-fourths a 
year could finance a great program: of 
exchange personnel. Once peoples of the 
various nations learn to know each other 
their problems, their interests, their 
desires, their true purposes—the founda- 
tions of a true and lasting peace will be 
built. | 

I am still vociferous and intend to 
remain constant in my objection to 
peacetime military conscription.

* “Backward March!” 


Fortunately the Senate seems ready to reject 
or at least tone down the nonsense in the 


House-approved bill to “protect” American wool- | 


growers. If this is a bill to protect the wool- 
grower, it is, more importantly, a bill to commit 
assault and battery on the consumer and sabotage 
efforts to increase international trade. 

The tariff protection which American wool 
already enjoys normally doubles the price of 
wool going into American carpets, coats and 


blankets. The consumer now subsidizes the 


United Statés wool-grower at the rate of 34 cents 
a pound, But the wool-state men in the House 


have passed a bill to raise the tariff 50 per cent « 


and to impose a limit on the amount of wool 
coming in over the boosted tariff. 

Wool growing is of importance in no more 
than eight states, and in Wyoming, where it is 
more important than anywhere else, it accounts 
for less than 4 per cent of the state’s income. 
The fact is that wool production is generally un- 
economic in this country, except as a by-product 
of mutton. 

To prevent an insolent gouge of the consumer 
is only one reason the House wool bill should be 
killed. The other is that such tariff increases 
would scuttle current international efforts to 
promote a freer flow of trade. Under Secretary 
of State Clayton flew home from Geneva to »ro- 
test against the wool bill, and his protest should 
be effective. If the bill is not made innocuous 
by Senate amendments, the President probably 
will veto it. 

Although the wool gouge appears frustrated, it 
is a sign of the temper of Congress. -In the de- 
bate on wool, Representative Rich of Pennsyl- 
vania, member of the House Rules Committee, 
shouted: | 

The Republican party has always stood 
for a tariff. I am for it today, and I want 


to go back to the good old days that made 
America strong. 


“To the good old days,” that is, of Smoot and 
Hawley. If we can raise tariffs and apply quotas 
on wool, we can do it.pn everything else. State 
trading would result; democracy would take a 
body blow everywhere; and the United States 
‘would, have no chance to receive from abroad 


the goods it must receive if it is to get back any 


substantial part of the billions we are sending 
abroad to strengthen other nations against the 
advance of Communism. 

Representative Rich's cry of “Backward 
March!” can and will be used by Communist 
propagandists to prove that America is“incapable 
of accepting the economic implications of the 
Truman Doctrine. The action of the Republican 
majority in the House on the wool bill demanded 
disciplinary action by the leaders of the G.O.P. 
But they have made only a cynical gesture iné 
this direction. : 

A House subcommittee was set up to watch 
the tariff wall, but the chairman is Representa- 
tive Gearhart of California, who called the 
Geneva Trade Conference a “round of-cocktail 
parties for do-gooders,” and the other majority 
members are of the same persuasion. Unless the 
Republicans can do better than this, they serve 
notice that they are the same old Smoot-Hawley 
crowd who paved the way for the worldwide 
economic illness of the '30s and set the stage for 
World War II. 


Rough and Tumble Schooling 

One of the most interesting ideas in: edu- 
cation in the United States is in operation at 
Antioch College, at Yellow Springs, O. It is 
described in a recent book, “Antioch College: 
Its Design for Liberal Education,” by Algo D. 
Henderson, president of the college, and Dorothy 
Hall Smith, college editor. 

The most distinguishing feature of Antioch’s 
system is its .co-operative plan, under which 
students intersperse periods of formal schooling 
on the campus with periods of work for 393 em- 
ployers in 35 states and the District of Columbia. 

Even outsiders who are the most familiar with 
Antioch are sometimes puzzled to know what, 
precisely, the students get out of these co-oper- 
ative jobs. Part of fhe answer is given in one 
of the most instructive chapters of the Hender- 
son-Smith book. | | 
- One ef the main things their work experience 
does for students is to enable them to weed out 
vocations they don’t want. Through their jobs 
they have become interested in such diverse 
activities as the labor movement, the fine arts, 
the escape from provincialism, photography, and 
housing. Virtually all of them rank their “co- 
op” job experience among the most. valuable 
elements of their college career. , 

Surely in this small but vital college of which 
Horace Mann was an early leader, and to which 
Arthur E. Morgan contributed so much, there ‘is 
a lesson for all colleges and universities. Per- 


‘haps the lesson is that they can help prepare 


students for the world’s rough and tumble by 
giving them some acquaintanceship with it in un- 
dergraduate years. ge

Taft started the latest exchange by accusing 
Truman of “abandoning talk of keeping prices 


down,in favor of heavy spending abroad that 


will keep them up.” Yet he voted for the aid 
to Greece and Turkey. He said he did it “re- 
luctantly,” but Truman proposed it reluctantly 
and assuredly the taxpayers were reluctant. Taft 
cannot be both for and against overseas spend- 
ing—at least, not in a single day. 

Truman scored with this reply: “The Senator 
states that the only way to bring prices down 
is to reduce the demand for goods . , . Senator 
Taft would call this a readjustment. I would 
call it a tragic recession or depression.” But 
he also said that the foreign aid makes it even 
more important to handle domestic price prob- 
lems “with vigor and common sense.” And 
there he lays himself wide open. 

Long ago, Taft pointed out that Truman 
abandoned common sense and started the infla- 
tion by strikjng off wage controls prematurely. 
Truman threw back with equal accuracy that 
Taft loosed the second wave by wrecking OPA. 
There, adding the latest exchange, the score 
stands today.

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° The Attorney General’s Dodge 

At various times after the vote frauds were 
revealed in Kansas City and before the evidence 
was stolen, Attorney General Clark wrote pro- 
testing Senators that he had made a “thorough” 
investigation of the matter. 

Another time he used the phrase ‘full inves- 
tigation.” After being prodded a little more, 
he turned himself loose and described it as a 
“lengthy and detailed investigation.” 

But before the Senate probers yesterday he 
admitted that nothing had been done beyond 
preliminary interviews by the FBI, a pro forma 
business limited to talks with a few reporters 
and the members of the Election Board. 

The conclusion is inescapable that Attorney 
General Clark was deliberately trying to cover 
up, to palm off as a genuine investigation some- 
thing which he knew was no more than a pretext 
for not doing what the situation called for. 

J. Edgar Hoover knew what was happening 
and he was careful to see that the FBI was not 
involved in the whitewash. At Hoover's in- 
stance, the FBI specifically stated that “this re- 
port does not reflect the results of an investiga- 
tion by the special agents of the FBI.” 

Clark failed to do his duty and he misrepre- 
sented the facts to cover up his failure. Both 
he and Sam Wear, District Attorney at Kansas 
City, have shown themselves unfit to be trusted 
with prosecution of the vote frauds and the 
ballot theft in the President’s homé county. 

President Truman yesterday was forced into 
saying that the vote fraud and vote theft prose- 
cutions must be followed to their “logical con- 
clusion.” The “logical conclusion” is the con- 
If the President expects 
to achieve this, he can do no less than divest 
Clark and Wear of all connection with the case 
and appoint a special prosecutor.

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Pick-Sloan: Inadequate, Inefficient 
Evidence continues to pile up for an MVA 
and against the “fake MVA.” The Regional 
Committee for a Missouri Valley Authority has 
published reports from the length of the valley 
showing that the Pick-Sloan expedient is shot 
with “inadequacy and inefficiency.” Though rain 
and wind constantly erode precious soil, there 
is no comprehensive conservation program. No 
provision is made to develop the Western phos- 
phate deposits for fertilizer. And so forth. 

If it were simply a question of mechanics, the 
Pick-Sloan plan could add new functions and 
fill them in, But these needs transcend mechanics. 
They are fundamental and incurable deficiencies 
in any development scheme ruled from Washing- 
ton. Washington officials can see the valley's 
requirements only cloudily. When they do sense 
a need, they do not pull together to produce the 
greatest benefits for the outlay, Even the un- 
easy two-agency coalition of Pick-Sloan survives 
only because MVA is a “threat.” To try to cover 
the many neglected opportunities by adding still 
other special-purpose agencies would cause a 
battle royal of rival bureaucrats, and their prod- 
uct would bear no recognizable relation to any 
orderly plan. 

The needs of the people and the land are not 
and cannot be met by the Pick-Sloan and simi- 
lar contrivances. The situation demands uni- 
fied operation under a single agency with head- 
quarters in the Missouri Valley itself. The 
pity is that the money, and precious time, are 
meanwhile wasted on a shoddy substitute. 
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| Toward An Improved Command 

Senator Robertson, like the man who refused 
to take a bath because he would get wet, op- 
poses the Army-Navy merger bill because it 
would merge the Army and Navy. Or so he says. 

What the measure would do is to establish one 
Secretary of National Security, as a connecting 
link for all the arms. It would ‘relieve the Presi- 
dent of his troublesome past responsibilities as 
arbiter and father-confessor on all defense de- 
tails and disagreements, and let him work at 
being Commander in Chief. It would bring the 
top command closer and provide ready channels 
for decision. 

The Senate has scheduled a vote and the 
House should do so. The bill ought to be passed, 
because it will assure an improved command per- 
formance. It should break ground for a fuller 
merger later.

To be part of that large 
and well-behaved and appreciative audience, to 
see the magnificent trees in which the stage and 
the bowl itself are set, to feel the coolness of 
the park and have the not-too-common experi- 
ence of seeing and hearing these things out- 
of-doors, is a lot of the fun. 

The specific auspiciousness of last night’s 
opening was that although it rained yesterday 
morning, and the weather was unpromising dur- 
ing the day, at nightfall it was okay.

To Survive We Must Serve

If we can avoid war for.30 years, there may be no more war, 
physicist asserts; atomic conflict could ruin both victors and 
vanquished; stresses economic aid as one means of prevention; 
“make services to neighbors so essential they cannot fight us.” 


Arthur H. Compton, Chancellor, Washington University, in the Rotarian 


Humanity has 10 years of grace. It will 
take almost that long for scientists who do 
not now have the secret to discover it and 
put atomic bombs into production, 


So barring some stupid accident, it ts 
probable that there will be no world-involv- 
ing war within the next decade, It is the 
distant dates, 20 or 30 years hence, for 
which we must now take precautions. 


Let us look ahead to, say, 1970, and visu- 
alize a World War III. Jet-propelled planes 
or rockets with atomic warheads wil? be 
sent without warning at each of the several 
hundred enemy production centers. .No city 
of more than 100,000 population will remain 
effective after the first hour of war. At 
least 10 per cent of the attacked nation’s 
population will be wiped out in the initial 
blow. 

If the United States is a party to such a 
war, its cities will be destroyed and about 
one out of every four persons will be l-illed. 
The winner in such a struggle will gain a 
hollow victory. He will control the world, 
but of what value will that be with civiliza- 
tion gone and the population decimated? 


To prevent such a holocaust is the chal- 
lenge of our day. If we can ward off a 
world war for the next 30 years, it is prob- 
able that there will be no more war, 


Preparation to a Point 


Recently I gave thought to this problem 
when asked by the United States War De- 
partment to prepare a statement outlining 
the conditions upon which depends the 
safety of my country. Five factors seemed 
to me vital to national security. 


(1) Armed defense: Military preparations 
may reduce damage and by ensuring a de- 
structive reply may greatly reduce the 
probability of attack. Perhaps advance 
preparation could bring eventual victory, 
but this would be only after we had our- 
selves been severely injured. 


Neither use nor elimination of the atomic 
bomb solves the problem. We now hear of 
yet more terrible means of mass destruc- 
tion such as germs and land poisoning. 
Speaking as a scientist, I may say that the 
ingenuity of man to produce catastrophic 
devices has advanced too far for us to sup- 
pose that wars may be made free of serious 
danger to mankind merely because we put 
under control our latest and most dramatic 
weapon, 


No Political Bulwark 


(2) Political adjustments: These are im- 
portant, for they determine the framework 
within which the nations must work to- 
gether. 

But let us beware of putting too great 
faith in mere political adjustments as a 
basis for lasting peace. Not even the sign- 
ing of the Constitution in the United States 
was sufficient to prevent the outbreak two 
generations later of a great civil war. Still 
less have treaties between nations pre- 
vented armed conflict. 


(3) National strength: If the United 
States is strong, the reason primarily is 
that Americans have come to depend upon 
each other in all aspects of our lives, 


If a flood causes disaster in the Ohio 
Valley, help from all the nation brings re- 
lief. If the economic life of Tennessee is 
handicapped by erosion and floods, a TVA 
development supported by the entire nation 
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enables its people again to contribute their 
important share to the nation’s economy. 

The United States has enormous natural 
resources and tremendous industrial devel- 
opment. What makes them effective as a 
factor in national defense is unity of pur- 
pose and development, 

(4) Economic relations: Not long, as the 
lives of nations go, can the United States 
keep military superiority. Political agree- 
ments are unreliable safeguards. But eco- 
nomically the United States is the world’s 
greatest power. It now finds itself almost 
alone in the world in having what is needed 
for a vigorous industrial development. 


What the United States can do to help 
the recovery of a war-devastated world 
may .be limited, yet that limited amount 
represents the opportunity to make it an 
organic part of the life of other nations, 


If They Live Without Us 


If it does not give this help, the other 
nations will suffer through until they find 
a way to live without the United States. 
The result will be a world divided against 
itself with ours eventually the minority and 
losing side, 

Entering fully now into the world’s enter- 
prise will, on the other hand, mean for 
Americans a_ greater opportunity for 
growth; and as we strengthen others, we 
ourselves will have a double portion of that 
increasing strength, 

(5) Education for peace: Herein lies our 
ultimate hope. Armed forces and the new 
political mechanism of the United Nations 
are expedient means to cope with the prob- 
lems of transition. They are to hold the 
dikes until humanity can build the peace 
envisaged by UNESCO, the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural Or 
ganization. 

“Peace is not the mere absence of hostili- 
ties,” declares its program, which recently 
I shared in writing at Paris. “It is rather 
a condition of mutual confidence, harmony 
of purpose, and co-ordination of activities 
in which free men and women can live a 
satisfactory life.” 


Tom Paine’s Prophecy 


Thomas Paine sensed this with prophetic 
insight in the days when 13 American col- 
onies were striving to become a nation, say- 
ing: “He that would make his own liberty 
secure must guard even his enemy from op- 
pression; for if he violates this duty, he es- 
tablishes a precedent that will reach him- 
self.” 

We live in a day when this is so demon- 


strably true that a nation’s safety no longer 


lies in the ability of its armed forces to 
repel invasion. Safety against attack now 
demands that we make our services so es- 
sential to our neighbors they cannot af- 
ford to fight us. 

The admonition “Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor” thus becomes a universal impera- 
tive and service-to-others is synonymous 
with survival-of-self. For if in the near 
future all peoples and al] nations do not be- 
gin increasingly to share in the good life, 
none may!

Between Book Ends 


Big Necklace Theft 


THE EUSTACE DIAMONDS, by Anthony Troilepe. (The 

Modern Library, New York.) 

This is the time to go back to the healthy 
exuberance of the  nineteenth-century 
English novelist Anthony Trollope. Though 
his father was unenterprising enough to 
open a fancy-goods store in Cincinnati in 
the uncouth 1800s and his mother bold 
enough to stir up the wrath of our an- 
cestors in her scornful “Domestic Manners 
of the Americans,” the son, Anthony, au- 
thor of 60 popular novels, is just the writer 
today to bring back to American fiction 
some of the normal healthy love of people 
that snake pits are fast wiping from l- 
brary bookshelves. 

Modern Library has already printed two 
of Trollope’s best novels, “Barchester 
Towers” and “The Warden” ‘and two more 
delightful novels are hard to find), and 
now it is to be congratulated upon re- 
awakening interest in “The Eystace Dia- 
monds.”

The daring theft of the £10,000 Eustace 
diamond necklace provides a really modern 
detective theme to interest the avid 
mystery reader, and the inexorable, incor- 
rigible, overwhelmingly beautiful Lady Liz- 
zie Eustace is Hollywood itself in her guile 
and love of Corsairs-(she just has to have 
poetry in her man) to win over the roman- 
tic reader. 

For every other conceivable reader, the 
present volume will fit the bill. The litera- 
teur, besides being in fashion when he 
picks up a Trollope book, will delight in 
Trollope’s power of characterization. 
There’s cynical Lord George, stuffed-shirt 
Lord Fawn, bestial-boorish sir Griffin, 
prudish Miss Macnulty (we'll leave out 
goody-goody Lucy Morris who is of them 
all the most unsuccessful), the mixed-up 
gallant Frank Greystock, hypocritical Mr. 
Emilius—and the greedy, winning Becky 
Sharp, Lizzie herself. 

* * * 

Even sports fans will hail this book; more 
exciting fox-hunting scenes cannot be found 
in all literature. And as for the seekers of 
the dark and gloomy snake pits, even here 
they will find coldly beautiful Lucinda 
Roanoke whose great fear is no simple ex- 
aggeration of a strange morbidity. 

The novelist is so geattle, however, in all 
his moods, loves humanity so much, that 
for all his satire on the great business of 
matrimony, on the hoax of Victorian love 
matches, and on the callous and money- 
minded people of the upper-class England 
of his time, “The Eustace Diamonds” re- 
mains a wonderful story (and never dull 
despite its 727 pages) of a determined and 
beautiful young woman whose crimes of 
course do not pay.

Hume Circulation and Refer- 
ence Use of Books Reaches 
3,405,492 in Year. 


St. Louis Public Library now 
has 1,002,207 volumes on its shelves 
and in the hands of readers, the 
library’s annual report states, The 
report, prepared largely by Charles 
H. Compton, librarian, and mem- 
bers of his staff. was submitted 
to Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann to- 
day by Robert C. Day, president 
of the library’s board of directors. 
It covers the year 1946-47, ending 
last April 30. 

Home circulation and reference 
use of books in Centra] Library 
and its 21 branches reached the 
number of 3,405,492, an increase of 


61,124 over the previous year. 

Increased revenue from the new 
tax increase of two cents on $100 
valuation, approved by the voters 
last November, will not begin to 
be received until late in 1947, the 
report says. It is estimated at 
an additional $240,000 a year. 

The Library will lose one 
source of past income, its share 
of tax income from intangibles. 
An opinion of the City Counselor’s 
office has held that, under the 
new State Constitution, the .

brary is not entitled to share this 
income, estimated at $30,000 to 
$40,000 a year. “However,” the 
report continues, “an estimated 
increase of 10 per cent in assessed

St. Louis’s own summer festival, 
Municipal Opera, opened its 
twenty-ninth season of outdoor 
musicals last night with the 
American premiere of the English 
musical, “The Dancing Years.”

We are informed by a colleague 
who saw the London production 
that a good deal of British-type 
humor was interwoven in it.

So it stands as a more or less 
serious play on the love affair 
between a composer and a prima 
donna. But it doesn’t measure up 
as straight drama either, for the 
usual operetta flimsiness and in-

If the dialogue hasn’t substance 
enough to make the piece excit- 
ing, neither has the music. It is 
introduced on a realistic basis— 
there is always a good excuse for 
singing, such as an operetta per- 
formance or rehearsal, and the 
characters don’t merely burst into 
song because they've been worked 
up to it, in standard operetta fash- 
ion. But that has the defect of 
not carrying forward the action 
in musical terms, 


Most of the singing falls to Miss 
Spence, a returned favorite from 
last season, and she was in 
voice. But the material was hard- 
ly distinguished. A duet with 
Christine Johnson called “Wings 
of Sleep,” was quite pretty, and 
“My Life Belongs to You,” sung 
with Tenor Nixon Miller and the 
ensemble, proved to be a fair love 
song, but the rest was not much 
more than innocuous, 


The dancing seemed to be more 
enjoyed than anything else. A 
Tyrolese dance gave a chance for 
a brilliant costume display. Mar- 
jorie Bell, an extremely cute and 
appealing little blonde, got the 
biggest hands of the evening for 
a solo song-and-dance number and 
for the Leap Year Waltz, done 
with Christopher Gower. 


Production Manager John Ken- 
nedy’s over-all direction seemed

Ja labor laws, based on 
MacArthur's directives, provide 
minimum standards for Japanese, 
workers comparable to those of 
some western countries. For 
Japan, they are revolutionary. 
However, American labor experts 
here believe it will take some 
years of guidance and education 
before the Japanese labor move- 
ment “comes of age.” Political 
racketeering is all too common in 
the Japanese trade unions, The 
gullible, follow-the-leader psychol- 
ogy of the Japanese working man 
makes him an easy victim for 
bosses and fractional pressure 
groups, The pénchant for huge 
mass meetings, parades and 
slogan-shouting demonstrations is 
everywhere evident, Any day in 
Tokyo one can see processions of 
workers moving through the 
streets on their way to Govern- 
ment offices. or factories to press 
their demands. Red flags are con- 
spicuous and the “Internationale” 
is a favorite tune. 

American occupation authorities 
are esp.cially concerned over th 
inclination of unions to dissipate 
their energies in political activity, 
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sometimes to the exclusion of their 
primary interests. This is a touchy 
subject, since the labor directive 
of the Far Eastern Commission 
specifies that “trade unions should 
be allowed to take part in political 
activities and to support political 
parties.” American policy here 
supports this view, but it has never 
left Japanese union leaders in any 
doubt as to its dislike for Com- 
munist manipulation. By advice 
and persuasion, MacArthur’s la- 
bor people are encouraging Japa- 
nese unions to adopt more orderly 
methods of procedure. They are 
trying to educate the Japanese 
in American trade union prac- 
tices. They are exposing the 
undemocratic features of the 
“cell,” the “fraction,” the “caucus” 
and the “boss.” They are advising 
the use of the strike weapon only 
as a last resort, after all possibili- 
ties of arbitration and negotiation 
have been exhausted. 

Japanese employers also have a 
great deal to learn about trade 
unionism and its righta But they 
are adjusting themselves, too, not 
because the ywant to but because 
they have to. Those who chal- 
lenged labor’s dynamic rise have 
in some instances found them- 
selves eased out of control of 
their own enterprises pending set- 
tlement of labor grievances. This 
practice of “production control” is’ 
an interesting but extreme phe- 
nomenon of Japan's labor renais- 
sance.

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GOVERNOR VETOES 
$10,000,000 BIL 
FOR AID ON ROADS 


Says It Would Devote 
Greater Sum to the 
Purpose Than Had 
Been Contemplated. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 8 
(AP) — Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
vetoed today a bill allocating $10,- 


000,000 for state aid to rural roads 
under the 1946 King “milk route” 


law. 

He said the bill technically was’ 
not an appropriation bill, but a 
measure “transferring and setting

apart the sum of $10,000,000... 
to the County Aid Road Fund and 
has to be approved or rejected in 
toto.” 

Approval, however, would have 
“set aside a larger sum than was 
contemplated or intended.” 


The King law, passed last year, 
calls for the state to match coun- 
ty funds up to $750 a mile for 
rural mail, milk and school bus 
roads. Sponsors outlined a 10- 
year program at a state cost of 
$2,000,000 a year. 

Since $2,000,000 already has been 
earmarked by previous legislation, 
approval of the entire $10,000,000 
allotment from postwar reserve 
funds would amount, in effect, to 
a total appropriation of $12,000,000, 

The Governor expressed the 
opinion in his veto message that 
the $2,000,000 alloted for the fiscal 
year ending June 30 cannot be 
used legally, because state pay- 
ments could not be made until 
the road construction was fin- 
ished. 

Therefore, he said, that sum 
will stay in the County Road Fund 
in the State Treasury, ready for 
allocation in the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1. Donnelly said he 
would sign a pending bill to ap- 


propriate the money for that 
period.

DONNELLY VETOES 
REGISTRATION BILL 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 6—A 
bill amending the act governing 
registration of voters in cities of 
not less than 10,000 nor more than 
30,000 population, which would 
have prevented any registration in 
the 10 days preceding an election, 
was vetoed yesterday afternoon 
by Gov. Donnelly. 

The present law closes registra- 
tion in such cities on Wednesday 
of the second week preceding an 
election, but permits registration 
of a voter in the intervening peri- 
od by order of a circuit judge. 

Donnelly said the proposed 
change, permitting no registra- 
tion in the 10 days preceding an 
election “will have the effect of 
disfranchising all registered voters 
who change their domicile in the 


time that the registration books 
are closed.” 

He signed a companion bill for 
such cities, requiring election of 
a bipartisan board of election reg- 
istrars in each ward or election 
district, every four years. The 
present law requires election of 
only one registrar in each ward or 
district, with no provision as to a 
political division. — 

The Governor approved two 
other bills providing salary in- 
creases for county school super- 
intendents in third and fourth 
class counties by giving them the 
additional duties of preparing an- 
nual budgets for each school dis- 
trict within their counties. The 
increases range from $775 a year 
to $955, according to population 
of the counties, The bill provides 
the states shet: pay $600 of the an- 
nual increase in each county, and 
the county the balance. 


Gov. Donnelly today signed a 
bill expanding the staff of the 
state finance division, putting 
bank examiners on a bipartisan 
basis and increasing salaries gen- 
erally in the department. 

The Governor vetoed two bills 
providing for additional compen- 
sation for collectors of revenue, 


their assistants and deputies in 
third and fourth class counties, 
on ground that the Legislature 
forgot to repeal existing laws af- 
fecting compensation of the of- 
ficials and they might otherwise 
receive more than double their 
intended pay.

“BLAZE OF NOON,” at the FOX is all right as far as it 
goes. It has been nicely directed by John Farrow, and has 
some competent acting by Anne Baxter, Bill Holden, Sonny 
Tufts, William Bendix, Sterling Hayden and Howard Da Silva.

Floor Joists. 
ODAY let’s take up the sub- 
ject of floor joists, Floor joists 
for those unfamiliar with the 
term are the beams that support 
the flooring. 3 
You can get a swell view of 
these from the basement ‘if the 
ceiling is not covered. The joists 
can be anywhere from two by 10 
inches down to two by six inches 
depending on the length of the 
span. If the span happens to be 
particularly long and the’ joints 
are made of‘two by sixes without 
additional supports, you might 
make a note to check up on a 
weak or. sagging floor, Joists 
should be placed about 16 inches 
apart from center to center. 
Take, a very dim view of joists 
under two by six inches for any 
size span. 
How the joists are attached to 
the sill on on top of the foundation 


is important, too. They may be 
hung onto the sill by means of 
metal brackets, or the sill may be 


large enough so that a portion has. 


been cut out to receive the joists. 
If the joists have been cut out to 
fit the sill, however, you should 
remember that the joist will only 
be as strong as it is wide. Thus, 
if the joist was eight inches déep 
and four inches has been cut 
away, you've only got a four-inch 
joist and that’s not so good.

FIRST, make certain about that 
1.Q. If the high I.Q. ig confirmed, 
then there is a field where that 
child can. succeed and the teacher 
must search and find it. Often it 
happens that such a child is being 
asked to keep time with a group 
of classmates whom he has long 
left behind, If that is so, he is 
bored,. Give such a child the usual 
grade work but enrich it with 
reading, with work projects. Let 
him apply his knowledge in help- 
ing the other children, setting a 
pace for them, but nevér hold him 
to their rate of speed or their 
grade of work. 

A high 1.Q. that cannot be har- 
nessed to work is a handicap. 
People expect a lot from such 
children, which they are unable 
to give. The possibility of genius 
is not enough. It must be made 
actual through experience. Jf the 
child has a mind on which ex- 
periences do not register, it is 
better to disregard the I.Q. and 
begin work on whatever basis his 
ability, at the time, allows.

to the teacher but it should never 
be considered final. There is 
nothing final in this life.

because my son James is chair- 
man of the committee. 

After my arrival yesterday 
morning, my day started with a 
press conference. From the ques- 
tions which were asked, I gath- 
ered that Henry Wallace has cre- 
ated considerable confusion in the 
minds of his large audiences here. 
The people; were hoping to get 
some concrete answers to ques- 
tions which trouble us all. 


“How are we to get unity in 
this country and feel that we 
really are working together on a 
policy which will bring peace to 
the world?” That, I think, is one 
of the first questions in the minds 
of a great many men and women. 
In consequence, the next question 
is: “Does our present administra- 
tion policy go in this direction?” 
“If not, what could we do to 
change it? Po our Congress, as 
now constituted, willing to accept 
a policy which will lead in the 
direction of peace?” 

Fear of Russia has grown and 
no one knows exactly why. Nor 
do they know whether what is 
called a “tough” policy is the right 
policy to dispel antagonisms, or 
whether what is described as an 
appeasement policy or a concili- 
atory policy will bring better un- 
derstanding. 

As far as I can gather, Mr. Wal- 
lace in his speech here stated the 
desires of most people admirably, 
but gave them few concrete solu- 
tions. So they came away liking 
him as an individual and feeling 
his honesty, yet not being able to 
state what definite things we as a 
people could do to improve our 
present world situation, 

It always comes as something of 
a shock to me, being an ojd-fash- 
joned person, to find how quickly 
one can transfer oneself from La- 
Guardia field in New York to 
Mines Field in Los Angeles!

Sam was thoroughly biasted 
and all the world knew about it, 
not the least attentive to the 
shelling on the veld being the 
brethren of the bunker left behind 
to fight for the gold around the 
winter circuit. Locke came back 
with Snead, the pair flying from 
Johannesburg, Locke’s home town, 
to northwest Africa and to the 
United States by way of the 
Azores. They arrived for the Mas- 
ters’ tournament in Augusta, Ga., 
and with only time enough to 
take a perfunctory practice spin 
around the Augusta national 
course, on a day on which the 
lower part of the course had been 
inundated following heavy rains 
that swelled the creek and cut off 
some of the holes. 

Jimmy Demaret won that tour- 
nament.

77. But there was Locke, fog, 
drizzle, torrential rain and high 
wind, right down the middle, 
overcoming short seconds with a 
British pitch-and-run approach 
that Hogan came later to char- 
acterize as uncangpy. While Locke 
was making his final 70, Hogan 
did a 78. On the day’s play Locke 
beat Hogan by 10 strokes. 

At the Charles River Country 
Club, in the Goodall round robin, 
Locke shattered the course record 
by two strokes with a 65. That 
was in the second round, The 
South African was slightly more 
respectful to par in the next two 
rounds. At the turn in the after- 
noon it didn’t seem possible that 
he could win. Through the third 
and fourth Victor Ghezzi and 
Jimmy Demaret had been moving 
rapidly up while Locke, leader on 
the first two, remained fairly 
static, - : 

With nine to play Ghezzi was 
leading Locke by seven points on 
a holes-up basis, each player 
matching his card against three 
others. Locke against Harold 
(Jug) McSpaden, Sam Snead and 
Bob Hamilton was out itn 37, a 
score which found his opponents 
rather niggardly.

(2) He 
was driving his own car down 
from Boston, arriving on Broad- 
way about 3 a.m. of the qualifying 
morning, (3) the party who had 
arranged to pick Locke up in the 
morning and drive him down to 
Garden City arrived when he was 
momentarily out of the hotel. 
Locke asked a taxi driver to take 
him down but was told it was too 
far. He finally arrived very late 
and went out with George Schoux, 
facing a rising wind that was 
threatening to blow Locke out of 
the tournament, before the day 
was over.

South Africa's Gift to the 


Bobby Locke, Who Will Compete Here 
Next Week in Open, Has U.S. Pros 
Talking’ to Themselves—His Record 
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By the time Locke and Schoux (ee 


arrived at Garden City . country 
club it was found that the local 
pros and amateurs had been play- 
ing inspired golf. In this final 
windy round Locke really had to 
keep his nose to the grindstone. 


At the eleventh George Schoux 
announced his own disqualifica- 
tion. He had forgotten to remove 
two of the 16 clubs with which he 
had been playing in the Goodall 
in Boston under P.G.A. rules. 
Locke "tnew this one but he didn’t 
know all the answers, 


Schoux played around to the fin- 
ish with Locke but didn’t putt the 
eighteenth green. Locke marked 
his ball, picked it up, rubbed it 
gently in one hand, set it down, 
removid the marker and pro- 
ceeded to putt. It was no more 
than a five-footer. By holing, 
Locke would miss the playoff at 
147 by two strokes. He missed 
and had 146. Safe by one stroke! 


But not altogether safe. With 
horror the officials had watched 
Locke mark his ball, pick it up 
and massage it gently with his 
fingers. As he stepped off the 
green Locke was informed that 
he had violated the rules of the 
United States Golf Association. 
Bobby’s defense was that in his 
first tournament in this country, 
the Masters, he had been told it 
was all right to mark and clean 
his ball on the putting green. 


Throughout his tour he had been 
doing it in company with all the 
others. Cleaning the ball on the 
green was something new to him. 
It isn’t done in England or South 
Africa, The only thing that saved 
Locke from disqualification. Mon- 
day, June 2, was the fact that the 
rule had been broken by many 
others during the day. One thing 
against him was that as Schoux 
had retired there was no excuse 
for lifting the ball on the home 
green. It was evident, therefore, 
that he had deliberately cleaned 
his ball. { 


That is how close the United 
States Open came to losing its 
ace in the hole, the golfer who 
has caused more stir in this coun- 
try than any visitor since the visit 
of Ted Ray and Harry Vardon 
back in 1920. Locke is the great- 
est threat from abroad since that 
time, Our pros realize this, too, 
even if they do a lot of kidding 
with the stranger. 


“We'll be all copying your swing 
if you win another couple of these 
tournaments,” said Lioyd Man- 
grum, our Open -champion. This 
was during the tournament at 
Philadelphia before Locke had 
showed any signs of breaking 
loose, Well, Bobby has those two. 


But the copying had already 
begun. Acting as master of cere- 
monies in a golf clinic during the 
Goodall. Demaret introduced 
Snead by saying he was the fel- 
low responsible for all the trouble, 
Jimmy then proceeded to analyze 
Snead’'s swing, first the hands and 
arms, then the feet. 


“And look at that,” he said sud- 
denly. “He has changed his 
stance. He is playing Locke’s 
closed stance, I am surprised to 
see that. Well,” he ‘concluded, 
“they used to tell me ‘if you can’t 
beat them join them.’” 

Locke has the faculty of play- 
ing well within his powers. He 
never lets out until he hag to, 
When the need arises he can tack 
on quite a bit of distance. He is 
probably the most relaxed golfer 
of the crowd that will appear at 
St. Louis. He plays round after 


en 


round without missing a fairway, 


sometimes scarcely missing a 
green. 

It has been frequently remarked 
of late that Locke’s coming to 
America has thrown the whole 
conception of America golfing 
finesse out of gear. Locke’s stance 
is closed, left toe pronouncedly ad- 
vanced, Bobby does not worry 
about a straight left arm ap- 
parently. He brings the club Into 
the line of flight from the inside, 
and times his swinging blow al- 
most uncannily. Shot after shot 
he will hit from the practice 
ground straight as a string. 

Spectators look at Locke and de- 
clare he must be more than the 
29 years he claims. He won both 
the Amateur and Open champion- 
ship of South Africa when he was 
seventeen. He gave up four and 
a half years to the war, volunteer- 
ing for service and piloting some 
ef the heavy stuff for the South 
African contingent in Italy. Actu- 
ally it was not Sam Snead that 
put the notion of coming to 
America into Locke’s head, Dugan 
Aycock, professional at Lexing- 
ton, Va., is given credit for that 
when he ran the big services golf 
tournament in Italy at the end of 
the war. Locke played in that

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OCKE’S father was quite a 

golfer. A retired merchant of 
~= Johannesburg, the eldér Locke 
gets quite a kick out of pasting up 
the clippings of his son, Arthur D’- 
Arcy Locke, who likes to be, and 
apparently always has been, called 
Bobby, Bobby has been married 
four years and has a daughter. Up 
to the time of winning the Good- 
all round-robin, Locke has won 
more than $8000 in 25 rounds of 
golf, For these he was 41 under 
par with an average per round of 
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69.88. Not bad for one who lost 
four strokes to par in his first 
two rounds at Augusta while fa- 
miliarizing himself with American 
turf. 

When seen at Augusta Locke 
planned to go to St. Louis and 
practice for two weeks before the 
Open. Success has changed the 
South African’s plans, He is now 
in demand. At the moment he is 
playing in the Capital Open in 
Washington, D.C. That event con- 
cludes Sunday so the caravan, 
Locke, stock and barrel, one 
might say, will be heading for the 
Open battleground by Sunday 
night. They should be ready to 
practice Monday morning.

Actually, when East “stepped 
out” with his dangerous three- 


heart bid, he presented South 
with what is known in baseball 
parlance as a “fielder’s choice.” 
That is, South could, if he felt 
like it, double three hearts with 
the assurance of collecting a size- 
able penalty, or he could ignore 
the bid and continue to three no 
trump. Obviously, South chose the 
latter course, although his deci- 
sion was open to some question. 
Three hearts could have been de- 
feated 800 points, and the re- 
markable fact was that South 
could have been stopped in any 
game contract! ; 

If West had been left entirely 
to his own devices, he naturally 
would have opened the fourth- 
highest card of his longest suit, 
clubs, and that lead, with the 
diamond queen off side, would 
have meant the automatic defeat 
of three no trump. After the vul- 
nerable three-heart bid from his 
partner, however, West could not 
be blamed for preferring to open 
that suit, even though he had a 
singleton. After all, East had bid 
at the three level, and it was to 
be presumed that his heart suit 
was infinitely better than West's 
clubs! 

The heart lead established two 
quick heart tricks for South, and 
though East shifted to clubs, it 
was too late. Declarer won four 
spades, two hearts, two diamonds 
and one club, and thus did not 
even have to bring in the dia- 
mond suit.

The events described in 
occurred shortly after the Ascen- 
sion. At that time there was no 
Christian festival called “Easter.” 
Easter then was a Teutonic cele- 
bration in honor of Eastre, the 
Pagan goddess of spring, and it is 
unlikely that Easter had even been 
heard of in the Biblical lands of 
apostolic days. 

Therefore, states Bishop Clinton 
S. Quin, of the Diocese of Texas, 
who has helped me with today’s 
article, the word “Easter” in Acts 
12:4 is an anachronism, i.e. an 
error in the order of the time, 
The mistake was made by the 
scholars who, in 1604-11, trans- 
lated the New Testament (King 
James Bible) into English from 
the original Greek. The Greek 
word in Acts 12:4 is Pascha, which 
means and should have been trans- 
lated “Passover.” 

As a matter of fact, the Revised 
Standard Version of the New 
Testament, copyrighted in 1946 by 
the International Council of Re 
ligious Education, corrects the er- 
ror thus: “... intending after the 
Passover to bring him out to the 
people.”

OR best appearance and 
flavor, tomato soup must not 
be curdled. Adding soda to to- 
mato puree will neutralize the acid 
and prevent curdling when it is 
combined with thin white sauce, 
but this preventive measure is 
frowned on by. nutritionists be 
cause soda destroys the vitamin OC 
in tomatoes, One trick to prevent 
curdling is te have both tomato 
and’ milk mixtures heated to the 
@ame temperature and then pour 
the tomato into the milk mixture 
instead of the other way around. 
It is most important to serve im- 
mediately, because after this soup 
has been combined reheating is 
sure to develop just the right con- 
ditions for curdling. Curdling in 
no way affects flavor or food 
value and we would never notice 
it if we ate blindfolded, 
Tomato Bisque. 

No. 3 can tomatoes (one quart), 
one medium onion sliced thin, one 
small carrot sliced thin, one-half 
bay leaf, two cloves, one-half cup 
water, one branch celery, thrée 
tablespoons butter, two table- 
spoons flour, one and one-half 
cups milk, one teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon sugaf one teaspoon 
finely chopped parsley.

Meanwhile clean 
celery, slice very thin, barely 
cover with water and simmer two 
or three minutes until barely ten- 
der. Melt butter, blend in flour, 
add milk gradually, stirring con- 
Sstantly to keep smooth, Cook 
over direct heat until sauce boils 
and thickens, stirring constantly. 
Add salt, sugar and parsley and 
cooked celery. Reheat tomato 
puree and also have white sauce 
heated to same temperature. Re- 
move both from heat and pour to- 
mato mixture slowly into white 
sauce, stirring vigorously. Serve 
immediately in warmed soup 
bowls. Four or five servings.
